Albany City Council Monday 
night voted unanimously to instruct 
City Attorney Edward R. Plotner 
to draft a proposed ordinance es- 
tablishing a business license for 
local merchants. 


The proposed license would cost 
each business. a yearly fee of $12 
pius $3 for each employe, yield- 
ing an estimated total of $16,000 
trom the 250 busmess houses. 

in addition, the Council also 
asked that a half-cent sales tax 
be levied on packaged liquor which 
is presently excluded under the 
present tax law, 

Che tax proposals were approv- 
ed on recommendations of Albany 
merchants, the Upper Solano Mer- 
chants Ass'n. m particular, who fa- 
vored a business license rather than 
a hike in city sales tax. 

A survey made by Albany Cham- 
ber of Commerce indicated that 
local merchants favored a sales 
tax hike, but the poll was ruled 
‘contusing and incomplete.”
